8. From the appointment letter filed by the Applicant it 
is shown that her appointment is temporary , on probation , 
and that her monthly salary is Rs. 375 / -.

It is an admitted fact that the Academic Year 1978-1979 
ended on 24-2-79 and the new Academic Year 1979-80 started 
on 9-3-79 . The notice Exhibit W - 1 is dt. 16-3-79 and the 
resignation sought is w.e.f. " 15-4-79. The notice , therefore, 
is within time i.e , within the calendar month prescribed 
by Rule 10 ( vii ) of the Rules . However , it was given in the 
beginning of the new Academic Year, which started on 
9-3-79 , and therefore , the Applicant is not entitled to va 
cation period, under the last portion of Rule 10 ( vii) quoted 
above . She will be entitled only to claim her pay from 
16-3-79 to 16-4-79, during which period she has effectively 
worked , with deduction of 13 days of vacation , which de 
duction , otherwise , has been already made , as stated in 
Para 4 of the written statement of the Opponent. 

9. In view of the above, I make the following order : 


. 


AWARD 
This is an application filed by the above Applicant against 
the above Opponent , claiming her wages, as a Part-time 
teacher, for the period from 16-3-79 to 15-4-79 , at the rate 
of Rs. 375 / - per month . 

2. The Opponent, in his written statement has raised a 
preliminary objection , alleging that since the applicant ap 
plied for her appointment to the Sharada Mandir Trust 
and also submitted her resignation to the said trust , which 
always paid her salary, this application ought to have been 
directed against the trust or its representative and not . 
against the Opponent, who is not the proper party . 

On merits , it is contended that the Applicant has no right 
to the payment ciaimed under Rule 74. ( 13 ) of the Grant - in 
-Aid Code and Rule 10 (i ) and ( vii ) of the School Rules , 
which clearly state that a teacher giving notice during the 
vacation or at the beginning of the school year shall not 
be entitled to vacation pay. That, according to the circular 
of the school dt. 17-1-79, the academic year 1978 of the 
school ended on 24-2-79 and the school reopened for the 
next , academic year on 9-3-79 . The Applicant was paid 15 
days wages for the holidays ( from 24-2-79 to 8-3-79 ), she 
submitted her resignation on 16-3-79 i. e . 8 days after the 
school reopened for the new academic year and worked 
upto 16-4-79. She was paid of her salaries including March 
less the 15 days holidays mentioned above which she is 
not entitled to claim , 

3. In her rejoinder, the Applicant contends that the school 
was throughout represented by the Secretary and that is 
why she, has named the Secretary as Opponent. However , 
if the court feels that there is misdescription of parties, 
necessary corrections be made and the Sharada Mandir 
Trust be added as a party to the proceedings. 

On merits , she admits the correctness of Para 3 ( b ) of 
the written statement of the Opponent , regarding date of 
closure of the academic year 1978 and the date of re 
opening of new academic year 1979 and states that the 
notice given by her to the Opponent is much after the 
vacation period was over and the new academic year started . 
4. The foilowing issues were framed by the court : 

( 1 ) Does the Applicant prove that she is entitled to re 
cover from the Opponent wages for the period from 15th 
March to 16th April , 1979 , amounting to Rs . 375 / - ? 

( 2 ) Does the Opponent prove that she is not the proper 
party, and therefore, the Application should be dismissed ? 

( 3 ) Does the Opponent prove that the Applicant : has 
no right to demand the payment she claims as per the 
Rule 74 /No. 13 of the Grant- in - Aid Code and Rules 10/1 
and VI of the Sharada Mandir Teachers Service Rules ? 

(4 ) Does the Opponent prove that the Academic Year 
1978 ended on 24-2-1979 and the school re -opened for the 
next Academic Year on 9-3-1979 ? 

(5 ) Does the Applicant prove that she gave one calendar 
nonth s notice to the Opponent as per Grant -in -Aid Code 
Rules and the Sharada Mandir Teachers Rules ? 

(6 ) Does the Applicant prove that Rules No. 74 /No. 
13 of the Grant- in - Aid Code and Rules 10/1 and VII of 
the Sharada Mandir Trust Teachers Service Rules are. 
not applicable to her case as she gave him notice after 
the vacation was over and after the new Academic Year 
had already started ? 

( 7 ) Does the Applicant prove that the Opponent was 
not entitled to deduct Applicant s salary for 12 days 
vacation and even if she was entitled to do so , the Op 
ponent is not at all justified in withholding her one month s 
salary from 15-3-1979 to 16-4-1979 .

ORDER 


Applicant s request for one months salary at the rate 
of Rs. 375 / - per month from 15-3-79 to 16-4-79 is hereby 
granted . The Opponent is directed to pay the same to the 
Applicant alongwith Rs. 100 / - as costs.

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4 ) Does the Opponent prove that from 1973 to 1974 

the Applicant was only a temporary teacher and, 

therefore, is not entitled to any Gratuity ? 
5 ) Does the Opponent prove that from January 1975 

to April 1979 (1 yr . and 3 and half months) , the 
Applicant was a permanent teacher and since she 
had no sufficient qualifying service i. e , of, at least; 

5 years she is not entitled for Gratuity ? 
6 ) Does the Opponent prove that the Applicant, as a 

permanent teacher , had to submit her resignation 
with a prior notice of 3 months subject to forfeiture 
of the pay for this period in case the above 

requirement is not complied with ? 
7 ) Does the Opponent prove the Applicant has no right 

to collect the Provident Fund ? 


This is an application filed by the above Applicant against 
the Secretary of Sharada Mandir School, hereinafter called 
the Opponent, claiming her wages as Teacher for the period 
from 1-2-79 to 16-4-79 , at the rate of Rs. 375 / - per month , 
amounting to Rs. 945 / -, Gratuity for the period from July 73 
to April 179 ( 6 years) , corresponding to 3 months wages , 
amounting to Rs. 1125 / - and Provident Fund contribution 
from the employer s side for the period 1973-1979, amounting 
to Rs. 1728 / - , totalling Rs. 3798 / -. 

2. The Opponent, in his written statement, has raised a 
preliminary objection , alleging that since the Applicant had 
applied for her appointment to the Sharada Mandir Trust and 
also submitted her resignation to the said Trust , which 
always paid her salary , this application ought to have been 
directed against the said trust or its representatives and not 
against the Opponent , who is not the proper party . 

On merits , he has contended that the Applicant, who has 
resigned voluntarily from the services , is not entitled to 
Gratuity as per . some rulings he has quoted . She was a 
temporary Teacher between 1973 to 1974 and worked as a 
permanent Teacher from January 975. to April 79 i. e . for 
4 yrs. and 312 months, A temporary Teacher is not entitled to 
Gratuity and for permanent Teachers Gratuity was never 
given to those with less than 5 years of permanent service . 
Besides , the services of the Applicant as a permanent teacher 
were as a part -time teacher , working only four hours a day 
and receiving a fixed pay , without discriminating a basic 
pay and the allowances. He has relied for this purpose in some 
rulings he has quoted . In so far her claim for 3 months pay 
is concerned , it is contended that , as a permanent teacher, 
she has to submit her resignation with a prior notice of 
3 months subject to forfeiture of the pay for this period , 
in case the above requirement is not complied with . The 
Applicant has not fulfilled this condition , alleging that she 
continued as a temporary teacher till the termination of her 
services. This argument, however , holds no good as per Rule 
68 of the Grant- in - Aid Code , which specifically provides that 
a teacher, who has completed two years of service , is profes 
sionally qualified and is not given any warning etc. in 
writing for unsatisfactory work or behaviour during the 
probation period of two years, will be treated as permanent 
for the purpose of termination of service and leave, though 
the management has not confirmed her. Finally , regarding 
the Provident Fund , it is contended that no employee has 
the right to claim from the employer Provident Fund without 
having put in at least 5 years of service by appointment 
on probation , followed by confirmation . The Applicant has 
only 4 years 3162 months service in this situation since her 
prior appointments were merely temporary and for a fixed 
period, and therefore , her claim for Provident Fund holds 
no good. 


5. By his application dated 31-7-80 the Opponent pressed 
that the preliminary objection raised by him be decided 
first by the Court. Date was fixed for arguments on this 
point and order was passed by Dr. Coelho on 27-8-80, 
holding the Opponent as a proper Party , in his capacity as 
a representative of the Sharada Mandir Trust . 

6. On the date fixed for the hearing of the case on merits, 
the. Opponent remained absent, and therefore, the case 
proceeded ex -parte against him . The representative of the 
Applicant examined the Applicant on oath and her state 
ment is on record . Arguments were advanced by the said 
representative and now the case is before me for delivering 
the Award . 

7. Let us see , therefore , whether the Applicant herein 
has succeeded in proving her case . She has produced , in 
the course of her statement before the Court, the following 
Exhibits , amongst others : 


Exhibit A - 2 is the order of her appointment, which is 
dated 25-6-1973 and signed by the Opponent as Secretary 
for the Sharada Mandir Trust . In this appointment letter , 
it is stated that the Applicant has been appointed for the 
post of Teacher in the Sharada Mandir School in the 
KJ Section , that the appointment is temporary till 31-12-1973 
as a Part - Time Teacher and that her monthly salary will 
be Rs. 250 / - only as fixed pay . Alongwith the letter she 
was also given the Sharda Mandir Teachers Service Rules. 


Exhibit A - 3 are the said rules . 


Exhibit A - 4 is the copy of her resignation letter , which 
is dated 15-3-1979 , addressed to the Secretary , Sharada 
Mandir Trust in which the Applicant has stated that she 
wishes to tender her resignation w.e. f. 5-6-1979 for the 
reasons mentioned therein and requested that her resigna 
tion be accepted in writing and she be paid her salary till 
5-6-79 . 


3. In her rejoinder, the Applicant contends that she has 
moved her application against the Opponent because her 
appointment letter was made at the hand of the Secretary 
of the Trust ; that her appointment was as a temporary 
teacher and as per Rule ( vi) of the Sharada Mandir 
Teachers Service Rules , she remained a temporary teacher 
until 15-3-79 , date of her resignation after giving the 
required one months calendar notice. 


Exhibit A -5 is the reply dated 6-4-79 of the Sharada 
Mandir Trust , signed by the Secretary , Opponent herein , 
to the letter Exhibit A - 4 of the Applicant, in which it is 
stated that, although the request of the Applicant is 
time- barred as it was made without following the minimum 
advance period prescribed by law for notice , it is nevertheless 
granted provided she repays to the school her salary of 
three months . 


4. The following issues were framed by my Learned 
Predecessor Dr. Coelho : 


Exhibit : A -6 is the letter of application dt. 16-4-79 
addressed to the Secretary , Sharada Mandir Trust , in reply 
to Exhibit A - 5 , wherein she says that she is not a permanent 
teacher and hence is covered by Rule 10 ( vii) of the Rules . 


1 ) Does the Opponent prove that he is not the proper : 

Party ? 
2 ) Does the Applicant prove that she is entitled to 

recover from the Opponent the following wages and 
benefits : 
( i) Earned Wages for the period from 

1-2-79 to 16-4-79 © Rs . 375 / - p . m . Rs. 945 / 
( ii ) Gratuity for the period from July 

1973 to April 1979. (6 yrs .) 
3 months wages 

Rs. 1125 / 
( iii ) Provident Fund for the period 

1973-79 ( employees contribution ) Rs. 1728 / 


And , finally , Exhibit A - 7 is the letter of the Sharada 
Mandir Trust dt . 2-5-79 signed by the Secretary in reply 
to the letter Exhibit A - 6 informing the Applicant that the 
decision conveyed is final. 


8. Rule 3 of the Sharada Mandir Teachers Rules , briefly : 
called Rules , gives the following definitions: 

Rule 3 ( x ) — Permanent teacher is ,one whose appoint 
ment has been confirmed in writing by the management. 

Rule 3 ( vii ) - Probation --- Subject to the contract to 
the contrary , every teacher shall ordinarily be on proba 
tion for a period , at least, for two years from date of 
appointment, provided that after the expiry of the said 
period the teacher should apply for his /her confirmation , 

Rule 3 ( viii) Teacher may be either permanent or 
non - permanent. A non-permanent teacher may be either 
temporary or on probation ,

3 ) Does the Opponent prove that since the Applicant 

has resigned from service , she is not entitled to 
Gratuity ? 
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10. The other prayers of the Applicant are for Gratuity 
and Provident Fund . 


In so far payment of Gratuity is concerned , the Applicant 
should have approached , in proper time, the employer and 
the controlling authority to get her Gratuity. liquidated and 
paid , in case she felt she was eligible for it. She could 
have approached the Labour Court in appeal, in case she 
was not satisfied with the decision of the controlling autho 
rity in this connection ( Section 7 of the Payment of 
Gratuity Act, 1972 ). The Applicant, having not followed 
the procedure prescribed by law , cannot now claim directly 
from this Court the Gratuity she feels entitled to . It was 
for the controlling authority to decide whether the Applicant 
was entitled to any Gratuity and , if so , to what amount. 


11. Regarding Provident Fund, it is contended by the 
Applicant that the school had to collect her contribution 
and add its own contribution , as per the provisions of 
Employees Provident Fund and Miscellaneous Provisions 
Act, 1952, hereinafter called Provident Fund Act. Since the 
school failed to collect her contribution , she has prayed 
that the school be directed to pay her what the school 
would have contributed for the Applicant s Provident Fund . 


From the definitions mentioned above , it is clear that a 
teacher is permanent only when her appointment has been 
confirmed in writing by the management. It is not the case of 
the Opponent that the Applicant s appointment was con 
firmed in writing by the management. Opponent s contention , 
is only that , as per Rule 68 of the Grant - in - Aid Code, 
she has to be deemed as permanent . It is to be noted , 
however, that the Applicant has stated in her statement 
before the court that Sharada Mandir School is not an 
aided school, and therefore , the Grant- in -Aid Code is not 
applicable to it. This assertion has not been rebutted by - 
the Opponent. 

Since the Applicant s appointment has not been confirmed 
in writing by the management of the Opponent and since 
the Grant- in -Aid Code is not applicable to the Sharada 
Mandir School, it not being an aided school, the Applicant 
is to be considered as non -permanent teacher . 

9. Rule 10 ( vii) provides that no teacher shall leave 
service without giving a calendar months notice in the case 
of a non - permanent teacher and 3 months notice in the 
case of a permanent teacher . 

The last portion of this Rule provides that a teacher 
giving notice during the vacation or at the beginning of 
the school year shall not be entitled to vacation period . 

Exhibit A4 is the notice given by the Applicant to the 
Opponent tendering her resignation w.e.f. 5-6-79 . The notice 
is dated 15-3-79 . In this notice , she has also prayed that 
she may be paid till 5-6-79 .. 

In her statement before the Court, the Applicant has stated 
that the term of the school went upto 16-4-79 and that 
she worked till the last date of the term , after which the 
vacation started . This assertion of the Applicant has not 
been rebutted by the Opponent, as there was no cross -exami 
nation , Calendar month means one of the 12 months in 
which the year is divided and also the space of time from 
any day of any such month to the corresponding day of 
the next month ( vide Hand Book for Head Masters and 
Teachers 1978-1979 by Suresh G. Amonkar - Page 73 ) . 

As the notice of resignation Exhibit A -4 is dt. 15-3-79 
and as the school term went upto 16-4-79 , there can be 
no doubt that Applicant s notice is within one calendar 
months time prescribed by Rule 10 ( vii) for non - permanent 
teachers. The notice was not given during vacation time, 
nor in the beginning of the school year , and therefore , 
the last portion of Rule ( vii ) is not attracted . 

Rule 9 ( ü ) entities the Applicant to vacation in her 
capacity as non -permanent teacher , and , therefore , the 
Applicant s prayer that she be paid till 4-6-79 , the end 
of vacations, has to be granted . 


This prayer , however , cannot succeed . If the Applicant 
was eligible for Provident Fund and the school did not 
deliberately enroll her , in order to avoid its own contribution , 
as it is contended by the Applicant, she had to make a 
complaint to the authorities mentioned in the Provident 
Fund Act , who would enquire into the matter and make 
a report in writing of the facts constituting the offence 
and the proper Court would have taken action , on the 
basis of such report under Section 14 - AC of the Provident 
Find Act. :-Having failed to do so , she cannot now approach 
this court to get redress. 


12. In view of all that has been stated above , I pass the 
following order : 


ORDER 


The Opponent is hereby directed to pay to the Applicant 
her 3 months salary for March , April and May 79 and 
also the salary due for the vacation period which went 
upto 4-6-79 at the rate of Rs. 375 / - per month plus costs 
of Rs. 100 / 


Applicant s claim for Gratuity and Provident Fund is 
hereby dismissed .
